Are university 
execs overpaid? 


U of A, U of C. 

Minister pledges that 
compensation review 
coming ‘very shortly' 


Alberta’s two major universi¬ 
ties fork out more in compen¬ 
sation to their executives than 
larger schools that consist¬ 
ently outrank them, and the 
advanced education minister 
says it’s time to review their 
pay. 

According to 2012 financial 
statements, five executives 
from the University of Alberta 
and two from the University of 
Calgaiy earned more than the 
presidents of McGill Univer¬ 
sity, the University of British 
Columbia and the University 
of Toronto, respectively. 

Those three schools have 
consistently been ranked 
among Canada’s best, some¬ 
thing reinforced by the release 
of the 2013 QS World Univer¬ 
sity Rankings last month. 

Overall base pay for pres¬ 
idents and vice-presidents at 


the U of A hit $3.1 million, 
while the U of C handed out 
$2.44 million. Those lump 
sumps also exceeded the 
amounts at UBC ($1.6 million) 
and the U of T ($2.35 million), 
despite the fact those schools 
also have significantly larger 
student populations. 

U of A President In¬ 
dira Samaraselcera, whose 
$529,000 annual salaiy is the 
highest among all Canadian 
university presidents, was 
grilled about her earnings by 
attendees at a state-of-the-uni- 
versity address last month. A 
university spokesperson said 
board of governor chair Doug 
Goss was best to speak to her 
compensation, but he was 
travelling Thursday and did 
not responded to messages by 
press time. 

But Alberta Advanced Edu¬ 
cation Minister Thomas Lulcas- 
zulc said he took issue with 
Samaraselcera’s claims at the 
address that her pay was com¬ 
parable with what she could 
earn in the private sector. 

“I firmly believe that pub¬ 
lic-sector employees are not 


in the same ballpark as execu¬ 
tives of publicly traded or pri¬ 
vately owned companies,” he 
said. “If the CEO of Suncor is 
making millions with stock 
options, that doesn’t mean 
individuals of equal calibre in 
the public sector should be get¬ 
ting paid the same amount.” 

Questions about executive 
pay come as both the U of A 
and U of C grapple with the 
fallout of a 7.3 per cent cut to 
provincial grants. 

U of C President Elizabeth 
Cannon earned $454,000 in 
base pay in 2012, according 
to statements released this 
week, but the school was 
quick to note that pay for all 
executives was frozen through 
June 30 of next year after the 
budget came down. “The hu¬ 
man resources and govern¬ 
ance committee of the board 
regularly reviews executive- 
compensation practices to 
ensure competitiveness with 
national post-secondaiy peers 
and Alberta public and private 
sector organizations,” the U of 
C said in a statement.

Transportation at 
the forefront in 
Wardufaceoff 

The J. Percy Page high 
school gym was packed 
Thursday night as candi¬ 
dates faced off for the open 
Ward 11 seat. 

Transportation was 
a major issue, with road 
conditions and the delayed 
southeast LRT expansion 
raised as concerns. 

Sonia Bitar pointed to 
funding for the LRT as an 
issue. She said Edmonton’s 
partnerships with the other 
levels of government were 
important in completing 
the project. 

Mike Nickel also pointed 
to funding difficulties 
holding the LRT expansion 
back, but said his previous 
experience in city council 
would help him look for 
alternative solutions. 

“Asking the provincial 
government for more 
money at this point in time 
is difficult due to the floods 
in Calgary,” he said. “But 
getting more buses is some¬ 
thing you can do through 
the budget process.” 

Mujahid Chalc called for 
an LRT to be built in Ward 
11 sooner rather than later. 

“Getting the LRT in 2021 
is unacceptable. It needs to 
be 2019.” 

Dennis Gane said he 
also supports funding the 
LRT more quickly. 

“As a city, we need to 
start pushing the federal 
and provincial government 
for our fair share.” 

Harvey Panesar and Ro¬ 
berto Maglalang said Ward 
11 should also focus on 
other forms of transporta¬ 
tion. “We can’t forget that 
once the LRT is up, we still 
need to get to the station. 
We need more bus routes,” 
said Panesar.

Municipal sustainability 
initiative. Leibovid urges 
better provincial funding 


Karen Leibovid called out 
the province and her oppon¬ 
ents during a speech to sup¬ 
porters Thursday morning. 

Leibovid said the prov¬ 
ince should make the muni¬ 
cipal sustainability initiative 
(MSI) grant program perma¬ 
nent and change its formula 
so the city has more money 
to build important projects. 

“The key is that the fund 
is permanent; it’s not subject 
to whether the provincial 
economy is doing well or not 
and that means we can allo¬ 
cate the fund to those long¬ 
term projects,” she said. 

Leibovid said she believes

“An investment in muni¬ 
cipalities actually increases 
their budget bottom line,” 
she said. “I am ready to take 
the gloves off and fight for 
the City of Edmonton.”

Southeast LRT. Parkland 
Institute decries P3 plan 


A new report from the Park¬ 
land Institute says the city 
should throw the brakes on 
its plans to build the south¬ 
east LRT as a public-private 
partnership (P3). 

The institute released its 
report “Wrong Turn” Thurs¬ 
day, calling the plans for the 
P3 operation of the line a 
mistake. 

John Loxey, a professor 
of economics at the Univer¬ 
sity of Manitoba, wrote the 
report and said it was very 
difficult to find the informa¬ 
tion the city used to justify 
building the line this way. 


“There is a real problem 
with transparency, account¬ 
ability and access to infor¬ 
mation,” he said. 

Loxey argued the city was 
potentially forfeiting hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars 
in the P3 process. He said 
the company who wins the 
bid will make money operat¬ 
ing the system, but likely at 
the expense of workers. 

“What it probably means 
is that workers are going 
to be carrying in the cost. 
Wages will be lower,” he 
said.

Driver Ernie Bastide remem¬

“These buses were the best 
thing since sliced bread and 
pop-up toasters,” he said at 
the anniversaiy celebration 
Thursday at city hall. 

Today, all ETS vehicle types 
and LRT trains have access¬ 
ible features — some with 
ramps, elevators and audible 
announcements. “These fea¬ 
tures on the regular bus fleet 
and LRT enable safe, afford¬ 


able and efficient travel to all 
customers, regardless of their 
level of mobility,” said Deanna 
Crozier, director of Disabled 
Adult Transit Service (DATS). 

Mayor Stephen Mandel, 
who approved some $2 billion 
for new buses and LRT routes 
during his term, said the cost 
is necessary to be a city of the 
future. “We won’t ever be able 
to service all our citizens by 
just building roads,” he said. 


Daily ETS user Barb 
O’Donnell, who takes a bus to 
work and shopping, said she 
now even texts ETS to find ar¬ 
rival times for her Jasper Place 
terminal stop.

Winter is surely coming, be¬ 
cause construction season ap¬ 
pears to be wrapping up, as the 
city announced Thursday the 
completion of a major project. 

Queen Elizabeth Park Road, 
which has been closed since 
July, will reopen to traffic Friday 
morning, following rush hour, 
as construction crews have 
completed the project ahead of 
schedule.

The construction contract 
stipulates both roads have to 
be open during the winter and 
crews will likely start Waiter- 
dale Hill Road next year.

Woman shot dead in 
D.C. ramming spree 


White House to Capitol 
Hill Driver tried to break 
through security with an

A woman with a year-old 
child led Secret Service and 
police on a harrowing car 
chase from the White House 
past the Capitol on Thursday, 
attempting to penetrate the 
security barriers at both na¬ 
tional landmarks before she 
was shot to death, police said. 


The child survived. 

“I’m pretty confident this 
was not an accident,” said 
Metropolitan Police Chief 
Cathy Lanier. Still, Capitol Po¬ 
lice said there appeared to be 
no terrorist link. 

The woman was appar¬ 
ently unarmed. 

Tourists, congressional 
staff and even some senators 
watched as a caravan of law- 
enforcement vehicles chased 
a car down the street outside 
the Capitol. 

House and Senate law¬

Americans are finding their 
lives upended in startling 
ways by the government shut¬ 
down now in its third day. 
Weddings are in peril, vaca¬ 
tions are ruined and a farmer 
can’t even cash a cheque. 

The federal government, 
people are learning, compris¬ 
es a lot more than the stereo¬ 
typical faceless bureaucrat. 

About 800,000 of those 
workers, from tax agents 
to janitors, are bearing the 
brunt of the shutdown, forced 
to stay home without pay. 

Two dozen October wed¬ 
dings, including nine this 
week, are in jeopardy because 


they’re scheduled for closed- 
off monument sites in Wash¬ 
ington. The same was true for 
a couple planning to marry at 
the Grand Canyon. 

Or consider the Wiscon¬ 
sin farmer who can’t cash a 
cheque for a cow he sold. Ben 
Brancel, the state’s agricul¬ 
ture secretaiy, said that be¬ 
cause the farmer has a federal 
loan, he can’t cash the cheque 
without a signature from a 
Farm Service Agency official. 

American Indian tribes, 
who rely more heavily on fed¬ 
eral subsidies, are coping with 
disrupted services including 
foster-care payments, nutri¬ 


tion programs and financial 
assistance for the needy. 

Also taking a hit is the fed¬ 
eral Head Start program that 
provides pre-school, meals 
and health care to more than 
a million low-income chil¬ 
dren a year. 

Aspiring home owners ap¬ 
plying for a mortgage can ex¬ 
pect delays, especially if the 
shutdown is prolonged.

handmade pills, and all 27 
were cleared of their infec¬ 
tions. 

“They came in for lunch 
on an empty stomach ... and 
took 24 to 30 pills on aver¬ 
age,” Louie, said of the regi¬ 
men, which he described to 
fellow scientists at the ID- 
Weelc conference in San Fran¬ 
cisco on Thursday. 

Louie, who teaches at the 
University of Calgary, said he 


saw no side effects, and the 
regime was well tolerated by 
patients. 

Louie said he is working 
with collaborators in Britain 
to try to determine which 
bacteria are key to re-estab¬ 
lishing a healthy balance in 
the gut, with the aim of mov¬ 
ing to a pill treatment that 
wouldn’t have to be tailor- 
made for each patient.

Cat owners in a community 
north of Toronto are being 
warned to keep their pets 
indoors after a number 
of severed cat heads were 
found. 

York Regional Police 
said Thursday there have 
been six recent incidents 
in Whitchurch-Stouffville 
where heads and, in one 
case, other body parts of 
a dismembered cat were 
found in public locations. 

Investigators don’t know

But he said it’s believed 
the dismemberments were 
done intentionally, adding 
the heads were all placed 
within a one-kilometre area 
in residential neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

The first incident was re¬ 
ported Aug. 12 when a head 
and two legs were found 
near a daycare centre. Five 
other cat heads were found 
during the next few weeks, 
with one being found near 
a school, and the last inci¬ 
dent was reported on Sept. 
13, when a homeowner 
found her cat’s head in 
front of her residence.

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Ex-warlord to 
run In Afghan 
2014 election 


After Hamid Karzai. 
Candidate claims he 
can unite ethnic groups 
in war-torn country 


Two former Afghan warlords 
announced Thursday that they 
will share a ticket — one for 
president, the other for vice- 
president — in next year’s 
elections, a vote that will help 
shape the country’s future fol¬ 
lowing the departure of for¬ 
eign combat troops. 

Abdul Rab Rasoul Sayyaf, an 
influential lawmaker and re¬ 
ligious scholar, registered his 
candidacy for the presidency 
for the April 5 election. 

Another former warlord, 
former energy and water min¬ 
ister Ismail Khan, will run as 
Sayyaf’s first vice-president, 
and a little-known member 
of Afghanistan’s upper house, 
Abdul Wahab Irfan, as second 
vice-president. 

“We will move to unite 
Afghanistan. If the nation is 
together and has the same 
voice, problems can be 
solved,” Sayyaf said. 

Registration expires Oct. 


6, and four presidential can¬ 
didates and their respective 
vice-presidents have signed up 
so far. 

The most prominent is 
former foreign minister Ab¬ 
dullah Abdullah, who was the 
runner-up to President Hamid 
Karzai in the 2009 elections 
and dropped out just ahead of 
a runoff vote following allega¬ 
tions of massive fraud in the 
first round. 

Karzai can’t run for a third 
consecutive term and has not 
yet endorsed anyone. There 
are no clear favourites, but 
speculation in recent days 
has focused on Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Zalmai Rassoul, who may 
wind up as a consensus candi¬ 
date, and Karzai’s older broth¬ 
er Quayum, who is a business¬ 
man and politician. 

Billions of dollars in funds 
pledged to Afghanistan are 
tied to the government’s hold¬ 
ing transparent and credible 
elections, a challenge in a 
country rife with patronage 
and corruption and a resilient 
Taliban insurgency. The Tali¬ 
ban have asked people not to 
vote and do not recognize the 
election process.

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90 fashion brands 
come clean on 
Bangladesh factories 


Safety. H&M, Joe 
Fresh among retailers 
that have signed an 
agreement to improve 
working conditions 


For the first time, brand-name 
clothing manufacturers oper¬ 
ating in Bangladesh have 
compiled and published a list 
of the 1,566 factories they are 
using to produce fast fashions. 

In the aftermath of the Rana 
Plaza collapse that killed 1,129 
people nearly six months ago, 
90 brand name clothing manu¬ 
facturers — such as H&M, Pri- 
marlc and Joe Fresh — signed 
a legally binding agreement to 
improve safety in the factories 
they operate in. 

The Accord on Fire and 
Safety in Bangladesh brings 90 
brands, global unions and non¬ 


governmental organizations 
together with the promise to 
start holding regular inspec¬ 
tions of all their suppliers’ 
factories, make those reports 
public and finance repairs to 
unsafe work places. 

The list of approximately 
1,566 factories includes more 
than 2 million employees. And 
now those employees are cov¬ 
ered by the accord’s safety net, 
says Tom Grinter, a spokes¬ 
person for IndustriALL, a 
global union working with the 
brands under the International 
Labour Organization. 

Most of this information 
has never been disclosed be¬ 
fore in the complex and secret¬ 
ive world of the fast fashion 
industry. 

“This is one of the factors 
that has created the problem 
worldwide — the secrecy of 
the supply chain,” Grinter said.

Hoax reveals wild west of open-access journals 



Over the past year, a study de¬ 
scribing the astounding anti¬ 
cancer properties of a chemical 
found in lichen was submitted 
to hundreds of open-access sci¬ 
entific journals. 

There was just one prob¬ 
lem. The study was garbage 
— riddled with blatant er¬ 
rors, meaningless graphs and 
ethical red flags — and its au¬ 
thors were imaginaiy. 

The paper was a hoax de¬ 
signed to flush out journals 
that charge authors a fee for 
publishing their work but fail 


to perform any peer review, 
the process of blind evalua¬ 
tion designed to screen out 
bad science. 

But even John Bohannon, 
the Harvard biologist and Sci¬ 
ence magazine contributing 
correspondent who designed 
the sting operation, was sur¬ 
prised by its results. 

Of the 304 journals where 
the paper was submitted, 157 
accepted it for publication. 
Only 36 provided reviewer 
comments identifying the 
study’s glaring flaws; among 


those journals, 16 accepted 
the paper anyway. 

“I could not believe it in 
the beginning,” Bohannon 
says. “I was like, ‘Wow, this 
is a random fluctuation. This 
will even out.’ And it just 
never did.” His story appears 
in Friday’s issue of Science. 

Bohannon says his experi¬ 
ment doesn’t prove how deep 
the problem runs in tradition¬ 
al journals — broadening the 
sting to the print journal world 
would have bogged down the 
experiment, torstar news service

Hundreds dead, missing as 
migrant ship sinks off Italy 



Tragedy, Boat carried

It was the third ship of the 
night to head toward the tiny 
Italian island of Lampedusa 
packed to the brim with mi¬ 
grants seeking a better life 
in Europe. The first, filled 
with Syrians, arrived about 
10 p.m. The second, cariying 
Eritreans, slipped in at 2 a.m. 
The third never reached the 
shore. 

At least 114 people died 
and at least 200 were still un¬ 
accounted for late Thursday 
after a crowded fishing boat 
carrying African migrants 
from Tripoli caught fire, 
flipped over and sank. 

In the dark of night, hun¬ 
dreds of men, women and 


children who didn’t know 
how to swim were flung into 
the sea about a half-mile from 
Lampedusa. Between 450 and 
500 people were believed to 
be on board; only 159 were 
rescued. 

After the boat started tak¬ 
ing on water, someone on 
board set a fire to get the 


attention of passing ships. 
The flames spread and pan-

Ray Plaizier’s passion has al¬ 
ways been cars — no surprise 
since he runs a family-owned 
auto repair shop on Edmon¬ 
ton’s south side. But it’s 
that love of sports cars that 
led him to an unlikely and 
lengthy (29 years and count¬ 
ing) volunteer gig with CHED 
Santas Anonymous. 

“I’ve done eveiy job there 
is here, picking up toys at 
the mall, sorting and bagging 
at the depot, and delivering 
Christmas toys to less fortun¬ 
ate families,” said Plaizier, 
who started volunteering 
through a sports car club 
while still a teen. 

“I’m from a middle-class 
life, so it was eye-opening to 
see the need in other parts of 
town. That stayed with me.” 

Evidently, it did, and now 
the 46-year-old has seen his 
Santas Anonymous volunteer 
career evolve from putting 


in a few evening hours after 
work during peak season, to 
sitting on the board and con¬ 
ducting traffic at the depot’s 
parking lot during the mid- 
December rush when hun¬ 
dreds of drivers descend to 
help with city-wide toy deliv¬ 
ery. 

“When Ray is on-site, 
he does what needs to be 
done,” said Lana Nordlund, 
executive director of Santas 
Anonymous. Nordlund said 
Plaizier is a great recruiter of 
other volunteers, too, includ¬ 
ing relatives, (yes, even his 
mom has wrapped toys), em¬ 
ployees, and now his 12-year- 
old son Adrianus. 

“He’s not old enough to 
work at the depot yet, but 
we’ll get there,” said Plaizier, 
who has involved his son in 
events leading up to the of¬ 
ficial campaign such as the 
Motorcycle Toy Drive held 
each September. 

So how does this dedicated 
volunteer keep from burning 
out after all these years?

“I keep my involvement 
pretty simple — I’m nowhere 
near burned out — and this 
campaign is so diverse, so it’s 
not dependent on just a hand¬ 
ful of volunteers.

A self-described results-ori- 
ented guy, Plaizier said Santas 
Anonymous has been a good 
match for him, giving back to 
him as much as he gives. 

“It’s satisfying to see what 
we’ve accomplished at the 
end of the day,” Plaizier said 
of the mountains of toys 
needing sorting and wrap¬ 
ping at the depot.

‘Dread Pirate Roberts’. 

Cops swept down 
on 29-year-old Ross 
William Ulbricht while 
on his laptop in a library 


FBI agents found him in the 
science-fiction section of a 
small branch of the San Fran¬ 
cisco public libraiy, chatting 


online. 

The man known as Dread 
Pirate Roberts — 29-year-old 
Ross William Ulbricht — was 
on his personal laptop Tues¬ 
day afternoon, authorities 
said, talking about the vast 
black market bazaar that is be¬ 
lieved to have brokered more 
than $1 billion in transactions 
for illegal drugs and services. 

When a half-dozen FBI 
agents burst into the libraiy in 


a quiet, blue-collar neighbour¬ 
hood, they abruptly ended 
Ulbricht’s conversation with a 
co-operating witness, pinned 
the Austin, Texas, native to a 
floor-to-ceiling window and 
then took him off to jail, 
law enforcement and libraiy 
spokeswomen said. 

Ulbricht was later charged 
in criminal complaints in 
federal courts in New York 
and Maiyland. He’s accused 


of making millions of dollars 
operating the secret Silk Road 
website and of a failed mur- 
der-for-hire scheme, all while 
livingy with two roommates 
whom he paid $1,000 to rent a 
room in a modest neighbour¬ 
hood. 

Federal authorities shut 
down the website. 

Ulbricht has not entered 
pleas to any of his charges.

Rogers opts not to stock new BlackBerry Z3Q 


A decision to forgo the latest 
BlaclcBeriy smartphone has 
wireless carrier Rogers de¬ 
fending itself against claims 
that it’s abandoning a long¬ 
time relationship with the 
struggling Canadian company. 

Rogers Communications, 
one of the country’s largest 
wireless carriers, faced an un¬ 
expected backlash on Thurs¬ 
day after what it called a “rou¬ 
tine decision” to exclude the 
new BlaclcBeriy Z30 touch¬ 


screen model from its lineup. 

Social media and message 
boards were flooded with 
comments from some cus¬ 
tomers who said they would 
consider cancelling their ser¬ 
vices with Rogers in protest. 
Rogers president Rob Bruce 
said he was surprised and per¬ 
plexed by the reaction, but 
that the company wouldn’t 
change its decision. 

“Part of our success is 
choosing a portfolio of de¬ 


vices that’s a winning port¬ 
folio for our customers,” he 
said. “This is exactly the kind 
of decision that this was,” 
Bruce said, adding that the 
choice had been made several 
months ago. 

The reaction followed an 
announcement from Black- 
Berry on the release date of 
its Z30 touchscreen model, 
which is roughly the size of a 
Samsung Galaxy 4. 

The list of wireless com¬ 


panies who would stock the 
device didn’t include Rogers, 
which was an early adopter of 
BlaclcBeriy products. 

Rogers played a key role 
in the BlackBerry launch and 
hosted the Canadian debut of 
the new generation of phones 
at its headquarters in Febru¬ 
ary, with BlackBerry chief 
executive Thorsten Heins and 
Rogers head Nadir Mohamed 
posing for photos together.

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How a humble razor embodies the 
art of selling to the developing world 


Marketing. In India, 
designing a relevant 
product meant going 
into people’s homes to 
watch them shave 


Procter & Gamble executives 
say it was striking the first 
time they witnessed a man 
shave while sitting barefoot 
on the floor in a tiny hut in 
India. He had no electricity, no 
running water and no mirror. 

The 20 U.S.-based execu¬ 
tives observed the man in 
2008 during one of 300 visits 
they made to homes in rural 
India. The goal? To gain in¬ 
sights they could use to de¬ 
velop a new razor for India. 

“That, for me, was a big 
‘a-ha,’” said Alberto Carvalho, 
vice-president, global Gillette, 
a unit of P&G. “I had never 
seen people shaving like that.” 

The visits kicked off the 18 
months it took to develop Gil¬ 
lette Guard, a low-cost razor

designed for India and other 
emerging markets. 

Introduced three years ago. 
Guard quickly gained market 
share and today represents 
two out of every three razors 
sold in India. The stoiy of how 
Guard came to be illustrates 
the balance companies must 
strike when creating products 
for emerging markets: It’s not 
as simple as slapping a foreign 
label on an American product. 

To successfully sell prod¬ 
ucts overseas, particularly 
in developing markets, com¬ 
panies must tweak them so 
they’re relevant to the people 
who live there. And often, that 
means rethinking everything 


from the product’s design to 
its cost. 

More companies will have 
to consider this balancing act 
as they increasingly move 
into emerging markets such 
as India, China and Brazil to 
offset slower growth in de¬ 
veloped regions such as the 
U.S. 

Ali Dibadj, a Bernstein ana¬ 
lyst who follows P&G, said the 
Guard razor, which has been 
used by more than 50 million 
men in India, serves as a road 
map for companies seeking to 
court emerging markets. 

India long has been an at¬ 
tractive countiy for U.S. com¬ 
panies looking for growth. It 
has 1.24 billion people, and its 
economy is bustling. 

Still, India’s widespread 
poverty presents challenges 
for companies used to cus¬ 
tomers with more disposable 
income. India’s per capita in¬ 
come is just about $124 US a 
month, compared with $4,154 
in the U.S., according to the 
World Bank, the associated press

Travel. Capacity increases 
outpace passenger growth 


Canada’s two largest airline 
both reported a higher propor¬ 
tion of empty seats in Septem¬ 
ber as growth in passenger traf¬ 
fic was unable to keep up with 
increases in capacity. 

Montreal-based Air Canada 
posted a load factor of 83.2 per 
cent for the month versus 84.9 
per cent in September 2012 as 
system traffic increased 1.9 per 
cent while system-wide cap¬ 
acity, which includes Air Can¬ 
ada Rouge, increased 3.9 per 
cent. 

For the third quarter. Air 
Canada posted a system load 
factor of 86.2 per cent versus a 
record 86.3 per cent in the year- 
earlier quarter. 

Meanwhile, Calgaiy-based 
Westjet said its load factor in 
September was 76.6 per cent, 
down from the record of 79.1 
per cent a year ago, but in line 
with its five-year average for 
the month. 

The decrease came as the 
airline increased capacity, as 
measured by available seat 
miles, by 9.2 per cent, while 
passenger traffic, as measured 
by revenue passenger miles, in¬ 
creased 5.7 per cent. 

Analyst Walter Spracklin of 
RBC Capital Markets said the re¬ 
sults were “a bit softer than ex¬ 
pected” as Westjet transitioned 
from its shoulder period into 
the busy winter season. 



WestJet said its load factor in Septem¬ 
ber was 76.6 per cent, down from a 
record 79-1 per cent a year ago.

“As such, we are less con¬ 
cerned with this data point, 
but will be watching to see if it 
extends further into the fourth 
quarter,” he wrote in a report. 

For the third quarter, West- 
Jet’s load factor dipped 1.8 per¬ 
centage points to 82.8 per cent 
as an 11.1-per-cent growth in 
capacity surpassed the 8.7-per¬ 
cent increase in traffic. The 
airline flew 4.9 million passen¬ 
gers in the quarter, 7.1 per cent 
more than a year ago. 

“We are pleased with the 
strong traffic growth we saw in 
the third quarter as we not only 
flew a record number of guests, 
but also achieved our third- 
highest load factor for a third 
quarter,” said Westjet president 
and CEO Gregg Saretsky.

The pull of pretty shots 


Gravity. A story 
of isolation is 
couched in beautiful 
cinematography 


Richard: Mark, Gravity is 
an ambitious film. From a 
technical point of view it’s a 
wild outer space adventure, 
but it is grounded by Ryan 
Stone’s personal story and 
her search to find meaning 
in her life. It’s not an epic 
like 2001: A Space Odyssey 
or an outright horror film 
like Alien. There are no 
monsters or face hugging 
ETs. It’s not even a movie 
about life or death. Instead 
it is a life-affirming movie 
about the will to survive. 


What did you think? 

Mark: Richard, I think the 
movie is about our deepest 
fear: the fear of being alone. 
Sandra Bullock is literally 
adrift and detached from 
everything and the effect is 
powerful. It may take place 
in space but reminded me 
of films like Castaway and 
127 Hours. 

RC: It does have a lot in 
common with those mov¬ 
ies, plus some mind-bend¬ 
ing special effects. The 
isolation of space is well 
portrayed, the “off struc¬ 
ture” sequences are tense 
and effective and the shots 
of Bullock drifting in the 
inky darkness or floating 
through her space shuttle 


are beautiful, like interstel¬ 
lar ballet. As effective as 
the human story is in Grav¬ 
ity, however, I could almost 
imagine turning the sound 
down and being content 
to just watch the pictures. 
Like Laser Floyd in Space. 
What did you think of Bul¬ 
lock? 

MB: She was great; very 
moving. But it’s the cine¬ 
matography that’s the real 
star. Pure visual poetry. If 
there were ever a movie 
that deserved to be seen in 
3D IMAX this is it. But the 
music was kind of over¬ 
wrought, wasn’t it? 

RC: It’s strange, but I don’t 
really remember the music. 
There is no sound in space, 


I guess. For me the movie is 
all about the visual beauty. 
The 17-minute-long un¬ 
interrupted shot that starts 
the film is spectacular and 
overall the look will make 
your eyeballs dance, al¬ 
though I wonder though if 
it isn’t just a bit too in love 
with its technique in places. 
There’s a scene where we 
see Bullock reflected in 
one of her own, gravity 
free, tears. It’s a great im¬ 
age but one that feels a bit 
too clever. It was one of the 
few times in the film that 
I thought I was watching a 
special effect. 

MB: I noticed the tears too, 
although I was just grate¬ 
ful she didn’t have a runny 
nose.

When Hollywood needs some 
one to play a badass Mexican, 
the only guy to call is Danny 
Trejo. 

With his craggy face, pony 
tail and chest tattoo of a som¬ 
brero-clad woman, he’s the 
kind of hombre that would 
make plump pasty Gringos run 
back to the border on those 
loco toe-dipping trips to Tiju¬ 
ana. 

And he doesn’t just have the 
look for these roles, he’s got the 
resume too. Highlights include 
past drug addiction and mul¬ 
tiple stints in prison. He spent 
time in San Quentin in the 
1960s and at one point during 


a riot threw a rock that struck 
a prison official — during that 
time a gas chamber offence. 

But he’s come a long way 
from those dark days. Tlie se¬ 
quel to Machete — his first 
leading-role film — hits the¬ 
atres next Friday. 

Machete Kills sees Trejo 
(a.lc.a. Machete) in the employ 
of the quippy U.S. President 
(Charlie Sheen). His mission? To 
shut down a psycho billionaire 
arms dealer (Mel Gibson) intent 
on blowing up the world. 

A 12-step program followed 
by a series of serendipitous 
events led Trejo to this new life 
— it’s a change he attributes to 
the “grace of God.” 

“Eveiy morning I wake up is 
an absolute blessing and eveiy 
night I go to bed is an absolute 
blessing,” he says in a phone 
interview from his home in 
LA’s San Fernando Valley. 

At 69 years old, Trejo’s inter¬ 
ests have moved from prison 
brawling to golf and his rescue 
dogs. 

Today, he’s supervising a

team of workers who are in¬ 
stalling a driving range in his 
backyard. 

“I’m doing a sitcom with 
George Lopez right now called 
Saint George and he gave me a 
set of golf clubs so it’s like, ‘Let’s 
learn how to golf,”’ he says. 

There’s a pause, a crash and 
raucous barking. 

“HEY! YOU STOP THAT.” 

In another minute he’s back 
on the line. “I have the most 
disobedient dogs in the world. 
I’ve got six of them. I just res¬ 
cue them. I think they were all 
going to the gas chamber too,” 
he laughs. 

But back to Machete and all 


his other characters, like that 
knife-thrower in Desperado 
who takes down Steve Buscemi 
and almost ends Antonio 
Banderas. 

That scene changed my life. 
It was so damn cool, I gush. 

He laughs again. 

“I can throw a knife, but you 
gotta remember that’s movie 
magic, and (director Robert 
Rodriguez) is the best at it.” 

Apparently Machete is bet¬ 
ter at throwing double-headed 
axes. “I’m really good at that,” 
he insists. 

But for all his tough guy 
swagger, Machete isn’t invin¬ 
cible. 

“I had a sword fight with 
Mel Gibson in this movie and 
when Robert Rodriguez said, 
‘Action,’ I threw my sword 
down and he said, ‘What’s 
wrong Danny?’ and I said, 
‘I’m not fighting William 
Wallace, come on, he saved 
Scotland, are you crazy?”’ 

To find out who won that 
brawny battle, you’ll have to 
check out the film on Oct. 11.

Director James Ponsoldt fol¬ 
lows up last year’s acclaimed 
look at alcoholism, Smashed, 
with The Spectacular Now, 
based on the young adult 
novel by Tim Tharp about a 
live-for-the-moment popu¬ 
lar high school senior (Miles 
Teller) with a burgeoning 
drinking problem. The film 
was the toast of Sundance and 
has kept Ponsoldt on a steady 
festival tour since then, some¬ 
thing he’s not necessarily 
complaining about. 

How do you develop new 
projects while doing this 


months-long festival tour? 

I’ve been working continu¬ 
ously. I have my laptop with 


me constantly. I’m too ADD to 
say, “Hey, here’s 45 minutes, 
I’m going to dive in.” I kind 


of need a three-hour window, 
but I’ve gotten better at it. A 
lot of these festivals I don’t 


necessarily go to all the par¬ 
ties. I tiy to get to bed before 
midnight. I’ve been trying to 
get up earlier and earlier. Say 
something starts at 10 a.m., 
I’ll usually be up by 5:30 or 
6 and tiy to get three hours 
of writing in eveiy day if I 
can, and if I have a day off I’ll 
just use it as best I can. It is 
hard. Travel, at least for me, 
really screws up your internal 
rhythm. 

Did you have any trouble “get¬ 
ting” teenagers today? 

I’ve read eveiy thinlc-piece 
about, “How has the Internet 
changed things.” Emotion¬ 
ally, internally? We’re the 
same. I think the Internet 
does democratize things 
and does change things, but 
just because you can tweet 
at someone or send a direct 
message doesn’t mean you 
can’t still be romantic and 
still be proactive. 

So what’s in the main charac¬ 
ter’s flask? 

I think it’s whiskey. Grow¬ 
ing up in Athens, me and 
my friends started drink¬ 


ing a lot in sixth grade. We 
did drink hard booze, but 
it was by a circumstance 
where we had a Thermos 
that on Monday you get 
the Thermos and on that 
night you would raid your 
parents’ liquor cabinet 
and just fill it up with a 
little bit of everything and 
then just put Kool-Aid in 
there, and we’d all drink 
it at lunch. So it’s a bunch 
of hard liquor and fruit 
punch. 

You’ve got a knack for deal¬ 
ing with alcoholism in film 
without being preachy. I 
mean, do you trust people 
who say they have a mes¬ 
sage for you? 

Probably no. I mean, 
neither do I. I think social 
issue movies are the worst. 
It’s such an abstraction. It’s 
not about a character, it’s 
not about a story. I don’t 
think I’m in a position 
to judge anyone, nor do 
I want to, and I think it 
makes for horrifically bad 
storytelling. It just seems 
cynical and mean-spirited. 


Tom Clancy had 
some Hollywood hate 


Author regrets. 
Deceased thriller 
writer liked the 
exposure when his 
books turned to films, 
but hated the lack of 
creative control 


Jack Ryan is the sort of Amer¬ 
ican hero that’s been a screen 
staple since the silent era. Har¬ 
rison Ford, Alec Baldwin and 
Ben Affleck have all played the 
fictional CIA analyst, and Chris 
Pine joins the list when Jack 
Ryan: Shadow One opens on 
Christmas Day. 

The character was Tom 
Clancy’s version of an Amer¬ 
ican James Bond, said Gregg Kil- 
day, film editor for The Holly¬ 
wood Reporter. 

Clancy, who died Tuesday at 
age 66, “wrote these veiy solid, 
meat-and-potatoes thrillers,” 
Kilday said. 

“They offered up a lot of ma¬ 
terial that directors and actors 
could work with in fashioning 
straightforward, semi-patriotic

espionage and action-adven¬ 
ture movies.” 

Each adaptation was a hit: 
The Hunt for Red October, Pa¬ 
triot Games, Clear and Present 
Danger and The Sum of All 
Fears. 

But despite the success, 
the author’s relationship with 
Hollywood was often conten¬ 
tious. While he enjoyed the ex¬ 
posure, he regretted the lack of 
creative control. 

“Giving your book to Holly¬ 
wood is hke turning your 


daughter over to a pimp,” he 
famously said. 

“He took potshots at a 
number of films,” Kilday 
noted. 

“He didn’t like that mov¬ 
ies like Clear and Present 
Danger and Patriot Games 
didn’t simply reproduce the 
plots of his novels,” which 
were too complex to fit into a 
two-hour screenplay. 

Clancy also criticized Ford’s 
casting in those two films, say¬ 
ing the actor was too old to play 
Ryan, but appreciated Affleck’s 
portrayal in 2002’s The Sum of 
All Fears. 

Affleck told the Los Angeles 
Times that Clancy’s realism 
made his books, and their film 
adaptations, successful. 

“When you read one of his 
books, you had the distinct 
feeling that he was depicting 
militaiy or espionage situations 
exactly as they really are,” Af¬ 
fleck said. 

“Other spy books feel in¬ 
vented, while his feel like genu¬ 
ine accounts of events that took 
place but that no one knows 
about.”

Real life gets split between 
dramas and documentaries 
in movie parlance, but in re¬ 
ality it’s a tug between brain 
and heart. You want to be¬ 
lieve that the stories you see 
on screen are actually true, 
or a close approximation of 
the truth. But you also want 
to feel them. To really suc¬ 
ceed, these accounts have to 
resonate within a deep well of 
universal experience; our col¬ 
lective sense of humanity. 

Here are my Top 10. 


The Right Stuff(i 983 ) 

Tom Wolfe’s bestselling book 
about the Mercuiy Seven 
astronauts of America’s first 
manned space effort of the 
early 1960s takes flight in 
Philip Kaufman’s vivid screen 
adaptation. John Glenn (Ed 
Harris) and Alan Shepard 
(Scott Glenn) dominate the 
brush-cut fly boys, who aren’t 
afraid to stare down a faulty 
heat shield or a prickly LBJ as 
they reach for the stars. 

Man With a Movie Camera 

(1929) 

Offering a film school’s 
worth of technique in 68 
fleeting minutes, this 1929 
monochrome silent docu- 
mentaiy by Russia’s pioneer 
Dziga Vertov radically points 
to future cinema while 
examining the daily lives of 
ordinaiy Ukrainians. Film 
critics voted it the number 
eight movie of all time in the 
2012 Sight and Sound poll. 
Gimme Shelter (1970) 


Insanity dances to Sympathy 
for the Devil and wields both 
knife and gun in this chilling 
Rolling Stones documentaiy 
by the great Albert and David 
Maysles. The Stones tried 
to one-up Woodstock by 
headlining a free 1969 concert 
at California’s Altamont 
Speedway, but bad planning, 
rough staging and violent Hells 
Angels security combined for a 
lethal stabbing and a genera¬ 
tional reckoning. 

The Fog of War (2003, subtitled) 

Eleven Lessons from the 
Life of Robert S. McNamara, 
Errol Morris’s potent inquiry 
into the mind of former U.S. 
Defense Secretaiy Robert 
McNamara makes for a classic 
study of regret and reflec¬ 
tion. McNamara candidly 
discusses the tough decisions 
he made during the Kennedy 
and Johnson administrations, 
letting us know just how awful 
the Vietnam War was and how 
close we all came to nuclear 


oblivion during the Cuban Mis¬ 
sile Crisis. 

Stop Making Sense (1984) 

Arguably the best concert film 
ever, Jonathan Demme’s docu¬ 
ment of the Talking Heads at 
their rocking peak begins with 
an empty stage and an air of 
anticipation. Frontman David 
Byrne walks on to play Psycho 
Killer on acoustic guitar, and 
each new song brings another 
band member and more equip¬ 
ment. It’s a music doc from the 
ground up, expertly paced and 
played. 

When We Were Kings (1996) 

Muhammad Ali and George 
Foreman went just eight 
rounds together in their 1974 
Rumble in the Jungle cham¬ 
pionship bout in Zaire, but 
film director Leon Gast went 
through 23 years of adversity 
to get their stoiy on the screen. 
Money troubles and rights 
issues forced Gast to keep the 
raw footage stored on the floor 
of his New York apartment, but 
when the time finally came to 
put it together, he stung like a 
bee. The result was a powerful 
account and an Oscar-winning 
documentaiy. 

Exit Through the Gift Shop (2010) 

Documentaiy or mockumen- 
taiy? Honest veil-lifter or 
cynical leg-puller? The British 
street artist Banlcsy leaves 
eveiybody guessing with this 
confounding yet entertaining 
saga that begins with a potted 
histoiy of modem street art, 
before morphing into a bizarre 
account of Mr. Brainwash, a 
French immigrant in Los An¬ 
geles, who may be an inspired 
image maker — or may just be 
a complete fraud. 

Stories We Tell (2012) 

Actor/director Sarah Polley 
grew up hearing complicated 
whispers about the circum¬ 
stances of her birth and the 
free-spirit actions of her 
mother, Diane. Polley dons a 
metaphorical Sherlock’s cap 
to inquire into the mmours, a 
draining process that threatens 
to put her at odds with her 
family, but which also yields 
one of the most astounding 
and emotive docs in recent 
memoiy. 

Grizzly Man (2005) 

Wildlife enthusiast Timothy 
Treadwell believed that grizzly 
bears would never hurt a hu¬ 
man who truly loved them; he 
died for this naive assumption. 
He left behind 100 hours of 
video footage that ace docu- 


mentarian Wemer Herzog 
fashioned into a film both 
lyrical and horrifying, the true 
stoiy of a man who, to use the 
words of Shakespeare, “loved 
not wisely but too well.” 

The Assassination of Jesse 
James by the Coward Robert 
Ford (2007) 

The title may sound like it 
tells all you need to know 


about this infamous Wild 
West occurrence, but Andrew 
Dominik’s dramatic feature 
provides much more. It digs 
deep into the psyches and 
motivations of charismatic 
outlaw James (Brad Pitt) and 
his admirer and antagonist 
Ford (Casey Affleck), the latter 
a man undone by jealousy and 
resentment.

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Finales: The good, the bad and the non-existent 


Finishing touch. The 
reaction to the end of 
series, or lack there of, 
can give an indication 
to how truly great or 
terrible the show was 


Now that the dust (and ricin) 
has settled from Sunday’s 
Breaking Bad finale, it’s worth 
considering what makes a 
drama series’ exit good or bad. 

As much as fans may miss 
Breaking Bad, they were able 
to bid farewell, satisfied that it 
met its obligations at the end 
no less than it did eveiy week 
from the first episode. Break¬ 
ing Bad left the air with a finale 
that stands alongside the best 
ever, inventively tying up five 
seasons of narrative loose ends. 

Now what about a bad fi¬ 
nale? Easy: Dexter, which aired 
the week before. 

It was disappointing, full of 
holes and a disservice to a series 
that, against all odds, managed 
to make a sociopathic serial 
killer attractive and believable 
to viewers for eight slice-and- 
dice seasons. The finale was a 
contrivance meant to drag the 
series to the finish line. In only 
that respect did it succeed. 

But not eveiy worthwhile 
series even gets a finale. In 
2010, Law & Order concluded 
after 20 seasons and some 450 
episodes, missing a proper 
goodbye or opportunity for 
closure. Though it was largely 
episodic, without the serial¬ 
ized through-line many dramas 
trade on epically, Law & Order 
and its viewers were denied the 
ceremony they were due at the 
end. 

Similarly, Deadwood fans 
still grouse that HBO pulled the 
plug in 2006 after its three sea¬ 
sons with no finale or, despite 
vague promises by the network, 
a movie that could wrap up this 
rich, complex frontier saga.

Fans of the 
HBO western series were

• Law & Order. No finale 
was given to this drama 
that ran for 450 episodes 


The finale for House, though 
hardly at the level of best-ever, 
did right by this medical series 
when it aired in 2012 after an 
eight-season run. The quirky, 
pill-popping Dr. House was fa¬ 
cing jail for a prank gone wrong 
as well as the demise of his 
cancer-ridden best friend. He 
faked his own death to evade 
arrest, then he and Wilson rode 
into the sunset on their motor¬ 
cycles. The perfect getaway. The 
perfect ending. 

No finale was more wicked¬ 
ly perfect than that of The 
Shield, aired in 2008. Detective 
Vic Mackey, its brutish anti-he¬ 
ro, received a fate worse than 
death or any prison term: the 


loss of authority as well as his 
family into witness protection, 
and a desk job as part of his im¬ 
munity agreement. 

Not only an honest tearjerk- 
er, the finale of Six Feet Under 
in 2005 was flawlessly in sync 
with the series’ sensibility. A 
drama about a funeral home, it 
had been a five-season medita¬ 
tion on life and death. Fittingly, 
the finale tracked the life and 
eventual death of its family of 
characters. The moral was clear 
and beautifully drawn: No one 
is immune. Or course, some fi¬ 
nales leave viewers scratching 
their heads as much as nod¬ 
ding them with pleasure. After 
six seasons and 120 episodes, 
Lost left the air in 2010 with a 
rapturous close that provided 
more comfort and inspiration 
than hard answers. For one 
last time, viewers were obliged 
to get lost in the many dimen¬ 
sions of Lost, and did. On its 
own oblique terms, it worked. 

An argument can still be 
sparked among Sopranos fans 
over what that ending meant. 
Was the nervous implication 
(that Tony Soprano was about 
to be whacked as he dined 
with his family in a local res¬ 
taurant) carried out after the 


screen went dark? Or had Tony, 
glancing up, just been acknow¬ 
ledging his daughter Meadow’s 
entrance? Was the scene one 
of brilliant ambiguity (life goes 
on, whether or not TV keeps 
showing it to viewers), or a 
screwing-around-with-the-audi- 
ence cop-out? 

After all this time, no resolu¬ 
tion has ever been arrived at, 
while, ever since that historic 
blackout, conflicting views 
have only hardened. The Sop¬ 
ranos got flack (and praise) for 
an inconclusive ending, and 
still does. The furious debate 
proves how good it was. 

Breaking Bad (a vastly dif¬ 
ferent show in nearly eveiy 
way) chose a different kind of 
ending: Display the complete 
puzzle with the pieces all in 
place, letting viewers at last see 
eveiything with clarity. 

Good finales are recalled 
and spur conversation for 
years, as that of Breaking Bad 
is likely to do. Meanwhile, fu¬ 
ture finales are eagerly await¬ 
ed, long before viewers are 
ready to turn loose of the ser¬ 
ies. For instance, Mad Men: 
What will be Don Draper’s 
destiny? We’ve got two years 
to wonder, the associated press

And so, it has ended. Break¬ 
ing Bad has gone to the big 
meth lab in the sky. 

Whether things went 
down as you’d hoped or 
not, I think we can all agree 
that the show’s ending was 
a lot more satisfying than, 
say, The Sopranos. Show 
creator Vince Gilligan says 
that finality was deliberate. 

“We went through a lot 
of false starts and endings 
that went nowhere, but 
we knew we needed to dot 
all the Is and cross all the 
Ts,” he said on last night’s 
behind the scenes show, 
Talking Bad. 

“In some cases unan¬ 
swered questions are good, 
but in this case, in a finite 


and closed-ended show, 
we needed resolution. The 
Sopranos ending I thought 
was great. I thought it was 
perfect for that show. This 
stoiy was finite all along. 
It’s a stoiy that starts at A 
and ends at Z.” 

Spoilers for the final scenes 
ahead: 

Gilligan also says that, in 
a way, Walter White got 
a happy ending. “I think 
in that last scene (Walt), 
is with his ‘precious,’ in 
Lord of the Rings terms. 
He’s with that meth lab 
that he and Jesse designed, 
his baby, so to speak, and 
the lyrics to the song Baby 
Blue by Badfinger back 
that up. And I think he is 
at peace with himself. He 
has screwed up his fife 
tremendously and I think 
he knows that, but he has 
accomplished the thing he 
has set out to accomplish.” 
That’s the true message of 
Breaking Bad, isn’t it? You 
can accomplish anything if 
you work hard and believe 
in yourself.

Muhammad All’s 
Great Fight. Veteran 
Oscar winner adores 
his profession and 
relished role historical, 
political boxing drama 


Christopher Plummer may 
be frozen in some filmgoers’ 
memories as the noble-browed 
patriarch who made stem par¬ 
enting and anti-Nazism sexy 
in The Sound of Music. 

But Plummer and his ca¬ 
reer aren’t mired in the past. 
Slipping easily from one dis¬ 
parate recent role to another, 
he’s created Leo Tolstoy in 
The Last Station, the haunted 
magnate in The Girl With 
the Dragon Tattoo and a man 
experiencing a late-in-life 
gay awakening in Beginners, 
which earned him an Oscar 
last year at age 82. 

That made him the old¬ 
est acting honoree ever, and 
he’s not stopping. He plays a 
U.S. Supreme Court justice in 
HBO’s Muhammad Ali’s Great¬ 
est Fight, debuting Saturday (8 
p.m. EDT), a histoiy-textured 
film that puts the boxer’s 
quest to be recognized as a 
conscientious objector against 
Vietnam War service and the 
high court in the ring. 

“I don’t think retirement 
exists in our profession,” said 
Plummer, looking eveiy bit 
the star in elegant slacks and 
jacket, his white hair perfectly 
groomed. “If you retire, some-

“One man, because he lis¬ 
tened to somebody else, was 
intelligent and vulnerable 
enough to change his beliefs. 
That’s hugely dramatic to 
me,” Plummer said. 

The cast members, mostly 
stage-trained actors including 
Fritz Weaver as Justice Hugo 
Black, were a joy, Plummer 


represented by the legend him¬ 
self through news clips woven 
effectively into the drama. 

But the emphasis is on the 
camaraderie and give-and-take 
among the justices, including 
Frank Langella as Chief Justice 
Warren Burger and Danny 
Glover as Thurgood Marshall, 
the sole black justice. 


said: “We did feel like a club, 
the old boys’ club.” 

He smiles delightedly at 
the mention of a scene in 
which the august justices 
gather to watch sex films 
as part of their determina¬ 
tion of what constitutes por¬ 
nography.

is the first time I’ve ever 
played her. 

What was it like playing her 
seriously, then? 

She’s a remarkable woman. I 
think we all are familiar with 
her larger-than-life personal¬ 
ity and her extravagance 
and her parties. But when I 
read the book and learned 
about her redemption stoiy, I 
thought she was pretty fascin¬ 
ating. I’d have wanted to play 
this character whether it was 
Donatella or not. 

You’ve never met her. How did 
you prepare? 

Luckily there’s a lot of video 
on her, and documentaries 
where she’s getting ready to 
do a show. There’s this one 
French documentaiy that 
I watched obsessively. Any 
interviews I could read or 
anything online — anything 
where I could watch and see 
her talk and walk. It’s all 
about finding her walk and 


the way she wears clothes — 
super high heels, tight skirts, 
long hair and cigarettes. She 
has a lot of physicality going 
on. Her physicality is quite 
different from mine. 

How was doing her accent? 

She has a veiy specific ac¬ 
cent. It’s very deep and it’s 
very slurry. She has that 
lazy southern Italian accent. 

I had to clean it up a little 
bit for television. Weirdly 
enough, they want you to be 
understood on television. But 


if you’re really doing the ac¬ 
cent, it should be in subtitles, 
because half the time you 
can’t understand what she’s 
saying. 

What’s different about doing 
a TV movie versus a theatrical 
film? 

Time and money. If you’re 
making a real movie, you 
have a lot more time and 
you usually have a lot more 
money. Although these days, 
who knows? A TV movie, 
especially Lifetime, makes 


them quickly. I found out 
about it and the next thing 
I knew we were shooting 
and next thing I knew it was 
coming out. To do Donatella’s 
life properly, you’d need a 
miniseries. There’s too much 
material there. 

How were the dresses? 

Tight! It was right before 
summer. I had to do my little 
Donatella diet. I needed to 
lose a couple pounds anyway. 
I had to lose 10 or 11 pounds. 
It was perfect — right in time 


for bikini season, so I thank 
her for that. I was a little mad 
she smokes as much as she 
does, because that kind of 
killed me after awhile. 

You weren’t smoking real 
cigarettes, were you? 

I was. The fake ones hurt 
my chest more than the real 
ones do. There’s something in 
them that my system doesn’t 
agree with. So I just smoked. 
It’s not like I can’t smoke. 

I’m one of those annoying 
smokers who smokes if I’m 
drinking. But if you’re playing 
someone who’s smoking, 
you end up smoking a couple 
packs a day.

Basia Bulat still has a hard 
time talking about her recent 
loss of a loved one, which is 
perhaps part of why she chose 
to sing about it.

‘Hey, let’s explore this.’ It was 
literally what was in my heart 
at the time of writing.” 

And the resultant record — 
Tall Tall Shadow, in stores this 
week — is appropriately in¬ 
timate and devastating as one 
would expect, but also fairly 
hopeful.

But even as her network 
of co-conspirators broadened, 
Bulat seemed to put ever more 
of herself into her music.

She has been featured on the 
latest albums from Snoop 
Lion and will.i.am. Big Sean 
requested her as the star of 
his Fire music video. And to 
top it off, Kanye West invited 
her to appear on the remix to 
Black Skinhead, his anti-ra¬ 
cism rant from his eerie and 
dark Yeezus album. 

Cyrus’ album Bangerz, 
out Tuesday, features guest 
spots from Big Sean, Nelly, 


Future and French Montana. 
In an interview, Juicy J called 
the 20-year-old “a genius.” 50 
Cent, who hasn’t yet worked 
with her, added that Cyrus 
“can be on anything hip-hop 
orientated because (she’s) re¬ 
bellious.” 


The idea of the former 
Hannah Montana star be¬ 
coming a muse for rap stars 
seems odd to some, but Mike 
WiLL Made-It, who executive 
produced Bangerz, said the 
singer has struck a chord 
with rappers because she 


isn’t following in the foot¬ 
steps of pop stars like Katy 
Periy but creating her own 
bold path.

While Miley Cyrus and Liam 
Hemsworth officially split 
in September, the breakup 
reportedly dragged out over 
four months — with Cyrus 
guilt-tripping Hemsworth 
for the bulk of it, according 
to Radar Online.

• 1/4 lb mushrooms, sliced 

• 2 cans tomatoes (each 19 oz), 

chopped and drained

• 1/3 cup white wine or fish 

stock 

• l tsp dried oregano 

• 11/2 tsp dried basil 

• 2 bay leaves 

• 24 mussels 

• 1/2 lb shrimp, peeled and 

deveined 

• 1/2 lb scallops 

• 1/2 lb firm white fish (cod, 

halibut, haddock), cut into 
bite-sized pieces 

• Chopped fresh parsley 


This is the standard Italian 
soup dish called cioppino, but 
a little lighter on the calories 
and fat.

Not a fan of white fish?
